Atheiſm leavesa Man to Senſe, 
to-Phyloſophy, toNatural Piety, to Laws, 
to Reputation; all which may be guides 
to an outward Moral Vertue, though Re- 
ligion were not : But Superſtition diſmounts 
all theſe, and ereteth an abſolute Monar-l * 
chy in the minds of men. Therefore 4- 
m_ did never perturb States ; for it 
makes men wary of themſelves, as look! 

no further : And weſee the times :nclined 
to Atheiſm (asthe time of Auguſizs Ceſar) 
werecivil times. But Szperſtitioz hath been 
the confuſion of many States, and bring- 
eth in anew Pri-zzun Mobile,that raviſheth 
all the Sphears of Government. The Maſter 
of Superſtition is the People 3 and in all 
Superſtition, Wiſe men follow Fools, and 
Arguments are fitted to Practiſe in a rever: 
ſed order. It was gravely ſaid by ſome o 
thePrelates in the Coxnſel of Trent, where 
the Dodrineof the Schoolmen bare great 
ſway, That the $chool-men were like Aſtront: 
wers, which did feign Eccentricks, and Epi- 
cycles, and ſuch engins of Orbs, to ſave tht 
Phenomena 3 though they knew there were aud 
. fech things. And in like manner, that 
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I People is the Reformer, 


Of Superſtition. 
the School-men had framed a number of 
ſabtile and intricate Axioms and Theorems, 
to ſave the praQtiſe of the Church, The 
Cauſes of Superſtitionare, pleaſing and ſen- 
ſual Rites and Ceremonies: Exceſs of 
Outward and Phariſaical Holineſs: Over- 
great Reverence of Traditions, which 
cannot but load the Church : the Strafa- 
gems of Prelates for their own Ambition 
and Lucre: thg, favouring too much of 
Good Intentions} which openeth the Gate 
to Conceits and Novelties: the taking an 
Aim at Divine Matters by Humane, which 
cannot but breed mixture of Imaginations: 
And laſtly, Barbarous Times, eſpecially 
joyned with Calamities and Diſaſters, 
Superſtition without a vail is a deformed 
thing 3 for, as it addeth deformity to an 
Ape tobe ſolike a Man : ſo the ſimilitude 
of 0s 17 Sov to Religion makes it the 
more deformed. And as wholeſome Meat 
corrupteth to little Worms: ſo good 
Forms and Orders corrupt into a Number 
of petty Obſervances. There is a Super
